THE PRESS AND THE 
CHURCHES 


EDITORIAL NO. 4 

On e of the most easily mis- 
constructed relationships in th e 
publishing field is that lietween 
the newspaper and the churches 
in the community it serves. The 
newspaper man asks himself 
the question: “What should lie 
my attitude toward the church¬ 
es?” He endeavours to answer 
that question so that he will he 
fair both to the churches and 
to himself. 

Churches sometimes assume 
the attitude that as they are 
supported solely by voluntary 
donations, and as they are a 
spiritual and moral force in 
the community, any pubicity 
desired should be given with¬ 
out charge by the newspaper. 
Strangely enough the churches 
d 0 not expect the same privil¬ 
ege from any other business or 
profession. It should be remem¬ 
bered at the outset that most 
publishers are church members, 
and that as individuals they 
are decidedly interested in the 
welfare of the church with 
which they are affiliated. They 
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give regulary and as generously 
as their circumstances permit. 
They attend the various fun¬ 
ctions designed to raise funds 
for the continuance of the 
church's work. As such they 
must be considered as any ot¬ 
her church member who is con¬ 
scientiously striving to support 
the church and what it stands 
for. 

While newspapers ar e more 
generous with space to church¬ 
es than to other institutions, 
this is simply a recognition by 
the press of the premier place 
held by the church i n the spirit 
ual atmosphere in the com¬ 
munity. However th e church

This same 
reasoning must apply to charit 
able organizations in the com¬ 
munity. _To them the publisher 
and the men and women who 
work for the pubishe r give gen¬ 
erously of their private means 
and of their time and talent. 
They too must prosper if they 
are to continue the support to 
the church, and all kindred or¬ 
ganizations seeking to carry 
out an uplifting work in the 
community.

It was the locker- 
rooms of West Ham United 
Football Club. They gathered 
round them others—students, 
business men, workers — who 
slept with them in the locker- 
rooms. In the mornings they 
went off t n work, and spent ev¬ 
ery evening with West Ham 
people. It meant for these young 
men a sacrifice in time and 
money. But it gave them disci¬ 
pline, and if was a preparation 
for tlie army life ahead 0 f them. 
(Most of them have new been 
called up.) And they did suc¬ 
ceed in training a group of East 
London men and women who 
have given great service to the 
country. 

One of the recruits was a 
veteran dock hand agitator. He 
recalled the twenty-six times he 
had been in jail, and how he 
had taught his wife and family 
to hate. Then he thought of the 
things these fellows told him. 
“If you want to change the 
world, the right place to start is 
with yourself. ....

150 pounds per acre once dur¬ 
ing each month of May, June 
and July. However, if the 
grass is slow to grow in the 
spring or if it has been thinned 
out by the drying effects of 
the chinook winds during winter, 
the use of a nitrogen carrying 
fertilizer such as ammonium 
sulphate is recommended. This 
fertilizer is applied in late April 
at the rate of 200 pounds per 
acre. Its use promotes ,-apid 
root and top development and 
also imparts a dark green col¬ 
our to the grass. Furthermore, 
when stimulted in this way, 
the grass quickly forms a 
dense turf and may thus crowd 
out young dandelions and other 
weed seedlings. Quite often a 
second application of ammonium 
sulphate is made in early June. 

To counteract the effects of nit¬ 
rogen and to harden off t h e grass 
plants before the fall frosts cc 
cur, an application of ammon¬ 
ium phosphate is given about 
mid July. 

Commercial fertilizers such 
as phosphate and sulphate of 
ammonia are caustic to veget¬ 
ation and will burn lawn grass 
if they fall on the foliage. There 
fore it is of considerable import 
anc e to water the lawn and 
wash the fertilizer into the soil 
soon after it is applied. Apply¬ 
ing just before a rain or irrigat 
ion is a good practice. 

Plants can make use of the 
food in the soil or in fertilizers

BAUSON SEES PEACE IN ’42 

(Special to the Monitor) 

Miami. Fla.—The fall of 1942 
will see the end of the World 
War with a negotiated peace, 
according to Roger W. Babson, 
internationally famous statistic¬ 
ian whose long range forecasts 
in the past have been almost un¬ 
canny in their accuracy. 

During a visit to Miami, Mr. 
Babson, whose winter home is 
in Babson Park, Fla., said that 
afte r the negotiated peace he 
believes there will immediately 
be a boom of the magnitude of 
the 1929 boom, lasting until 
about 1950. 

^ “By the fall of 1942, when 
England with American help, 
holds enough proxies in her 
pocket to sit 'at the head of the 
conference table, there will be a 
compromise peace for which all 
be ready. Germany will get 
something. England will have 
her empire. The United States 
will concentrate in the Western 
Hemisphere. Peace will be re¬ 
stored to Asia and Africa. Italy 
already the weak link, will grow 
weaker. 

“I was in Europe at the start 
of the war and I predicted that 
18 months from the outbreak of 
hostilities America would be 
shaping a policy of all-out aid 
to Britain. That happened. I 
now believe that in another 18 
months this aid will be s n ter- 
mendous England will be trad¬ 
ing blow for blow with rGeimany 
That’s when the war will stop. 
Neither side will be stupid 
enough to go on and on until 
there is complete devastation 
and Russia steps in.’’ 

Mr. Babson believes that 
American convoys for American 
materials going to England are 
not far in the distance.—The 
Christian Science Monitor.
